taker’s inquiry grew out of the 
action of a County Court, the identi- 
ty of which is withheld, in voting to 
pay its county attendance officer a 
salary of 1 cent a day 

The statute governing this 
provides that the county school at- 
tendance officer may-be paid up to $4 
a day and expenses for the time ac- 
tually spent in enforcing the compul- 
sory attendance law. 

Barrett's opinion to Baker follows: 

‘This section of the law has never 
been passed upon by the courts of 
this State and we have no court opin- 
ion to guide us herein, yet, it is the 
opinion of this department that the 
Legislature had in mind that the at- 
tendance officer should be selected 
and paid for his services upon the 
recommendation of the Superintend- 
ent and evidently it was not intended 
that the County Courts could destroy 
the effect of the law by placing the 
salary at such an amount as 1 cent 
day. ' 

“Therefore, we are of the opinion 
that if the County Superintendent 
makes the selection of the attend- 
ance officer and makes the recom- 
mendation as to his salary within the 
limits fixed by the statute, and the 
attendance officer performs the work 
as required by law, then, in that 
event the County Court could be 
forced by proper proceedings at law 
to pay for the services as recom- 
mended by the County Superintend- 
ent.”’

Direc.or’s Explanation. 

“Hay contends that I have no 
right to revoke a building permit,” 
saii Director McKelvey. “He orig- 
inally applied for the permit in 1917, 
before the zoning ordinance was in 
effect, and it was granted. With the 


1918 the permit, which had not been 
used, automatically expired. On 
March 29 of this year Hay again ap- 
plied for a permit to erect a garage 
costing approximately $60,000 and it 
was issued. Following that a dele- 
gation of property owners from the 
{neighborhood where the garage was 
to have been erected appeared be- 
‘fore the Board of Public Service and 
remonstrated. 

“*T'nder the terms of the ordinance 
there was but one thing for me to 
do and that was to recommend that 
the Board of Public Service revoke 
the permit. I proceeded under 
Section 7 of the zoning ordinance 
which, in part is as follows: 

‘*The Board of Public Service 
may issue a permit for the estab- 
lishment of a public garage in a 
residential or commercial § district 
upon presentation of a petition duly 
signed where such structure’ will 
not be detrimental or tend to change 
the character of the neighborhood.’ 

Charac sr of Block. 

“The block in which Hay desires 
to erect his garage is designated on 
the city zoning map as a commercial 
district, except for a comparatively 
small space on the north side of 
Kingsbury boulevard, which is the 
southern end of the block. 

‘Delmar boulevard, from Clara to 
De Baliviere avenues, whi¢h is the 
northern side of the block, is occu- 
pied exclusively by commercial 
structures, mostly retail stores. The 
Delmonte Theater and the Delmonte 
Hotel are in that portion of the 
block. 

“The east side of De Baliviere 
avenue, which forms the western 
boundray of * block, also is occu- 
pied by stores and other commerciz! 
establishments, including the Win- 
ter Garden, which is at the north- 
east corner of Kingsbury and De 
Baliviere. 

“South of the building at the 
southwest corner of Clara and Del- 
mar, whic is a drug store, are 
several apartment houses, extend- 
ing to Kingsbury and west oh 
north side of Kingsbury for a third 
of a block. 

“At the southeast corner of Clara

Pdward J. Murray, 65 years old, 
ehack swindler and escaped convict 
of the Texas State Prison, has been 
relinquished by the St. Louis Fed- 
eral authorities, by whom he has | 
been held for more than eight 
months in the city jail, to be taken 
to Huntsville, Tex. and to begin 
serving the remaining nine years 
and several months of his original 
104year term in the prison there. 

He was indicted last April, on the, 
charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud, and his bond was fixed at 
$5000, which he was not able to fur- | 
nish. Recently the Federal officials 
decided that, as the usual penalty 
for the crime of which he was ac- 
eused was two years’ imprisonment, 
it would be better to let him be ta- 
ken back to Texas. 

Murray, before leaving St. Louis, 
complained to reporters of the 
length of time he had been held here. 
lie was arrested by the St. Louis po- | 
lice Dec. 14 last, but was turned | 
over to the Federal authorities a few 
days later, after it appeared that he 
had used the mails in his attempt to 
defraud St. Louis law firms with 
bogus checks. When the Federal 
authorities took charge of Murray, 
they removed him from Police Head- 
quarters to the jail.

Hopes to Recover Bonds. 

In the last few days, Aaron Rau- 
gin, president of the Mercantile 
Bank and Trust Co. of Savannah, 
trom which the $15,000 bonds were 
obtained, has been in consultation 
with Murray here. Rauzin left for 
Savannah yesterday, and said 
he had obtained 
Murray by which he 
eover. the bonds 

In his interviews with Rauain, 
Murray admitted for the first time 
‘hat he was the “John B. Tift’? who 
perpetrated check frauds amounting 
to $33,000 in Savannah. He said he 
disposed of the $15,000 bonds in St. 
Louls, and he gave Rauzin certain | 
cata which, the banker believes, may | 
aid him in tracing the bonds. 

Murray was arrested here after. 
his pian to defraud St. Louls law- 
yers and law firms was discovered, 
through his use of a check printing 
device belonging to a St. Louis con- 
cern. Those whom he intended to. 
swindle were Leahy & Saunders, 
Boyle & Priest, Dawson & Garvin 
and Charles Claflin Allen. His plan / 
was to place notes with the law- 
yers for collection, giving them ad- 
dresses of the signers of the notes in) 
other places. 

Details of Fraud Scheme. 

His plan was to send men to those. 
cities to get the letters of the law- 
yers demanding payment of the 
notes, intending to reply to the 'et- 
ters himeelf, inclosing fraudulent 
checks for the amounts due, and | 
then have the lawyers cash the’ 
checka, less their commissions. 

Murray related the story of his 
swindle of Savannah bankers to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“I had escaped from the 
prison, where I was doing 10 years 
for check frauds in that State, and.

HAT did the Germans think of the op-

Corps, German army, during the battle. The 
article appears to be definite proof of the potent 
influence the sledge-hammer blows of the Thirty- 
fifth exerted in the early days of the struggle. 

According to Maj. von Giehrl, the German po- 

sitions that were attacked by the Americans 
Sept. 26, 1918, were defended by the Seventy- 
sixth Reserve Division, Second Landwehr Divi- 
sion, First Prussian Guards Division, 117th In- 
fantry Division and Seventh Reserve Division. 
The First Guard Division held the position that 
was attacked by the Twenty-eighth, Thirty-fifth 
and a portion of the Ninety-first American Divi- 
sions, the Twenty-eighth operating against the 
Prussians’ right and the Thirty-fifth and a part 
of the Ninety-first against their left. 


The First Day’s Battle 


Of the first day’s battle the German Major 
says: 

“Although the French attack west of the Ar- 
gonne in no way surprised the German com- 
mand, the Americans had succeeded in cleverly 
concealing their preparations for attack and in 


establishing a homogeneous American front of | 
nine divisions during the night of Sept. 25, in. 


the place of the mixed French-American troops 
between the Argonne and the Meuse. These di- 
visions were from the west to east and the 
Seventy-seventh, Twenty-elghth, Thirty-fifth, 
Ninety-first, Thirty-seventh, Seventy-ninth, 
Fourth,. Eightieth and Thirty-third, divided 
among three corps headquarters: the First, Fifth 
and Third. Of these divisions the Seventy- 
seventh, Twenty-eighth, Thirty-fifth, Fourth and 
Thirty-third had had experience in battle, the 
Thirty-seventh and Eightieth had until then, been 
engaged on a quiet front only, while the Ninety- 
first and the Seventy-ninth were in the fighting 
line for the first time. All the divisions were 
well rested, fresh and in thoroughly good fight- 
ing condition. Their nourishment, morale and 
equipment were excellent. Artillery, aviation 
and tanks were in abundance. 

‘Shortly after 11 o'clock of the night of Sept. 
25 a strong enemy artillery fire was opened on 
the whole front from west of the Argonne to the 
Meuse. At first only a harassing fire was direct- 
ed on the Argonne. Many gas shells were used. 
The long-range fire reached far into the back 
areas. The hum of airplanes and the sound of 
explosions were reported near Vauquois. The Ger- 
man telephone lines, meteorological stations and 
survey and signal posts were put out of action. 


Effect of German Batteries 


“The effects of the German counter batteries 
were limited, as the front east of the Argonne 
was but sparsely provided with reinforcing ar- 
le 

“At 2 o’clock on the morning of Sept. 26 the 
enemy's fire, which in the meantime had died 
down, was renewed with full force and the Amer- 
ican infantry came into the attack at 5- o'clock 
the same morning. 

“The blow fell chiefly on the First Guards, 
whose position lay east of the Argonne, and the 
adjacent 117th Infantry and Seventh Reserve Di- 
visions. 

“The attack of the American infantry was fa- 
vored by a thick mist, which remained until late 
morning. The Geventy-seventh and 


‘Twenty-eighth American Divisions in the Ar- > 


gonne did not make a serious attack, and on the 


‘day of the attack won only an insignificant 
‘amount of terrain which was for the most part 


voluntarily ceded by the Second Landwehr Di- 
vision. The left flank of the First Guards Divi- 
sion was at first quickly flattened out and the 
entire division then forced back against the east- 
Varennes and Cheppy 


by the Fourth Guards Regiment. Eighteen tanks, 
disabled by fire, remained stranaed near Charpen- 
try alone. In the evening the First Guards Dit- 
vision, which had suffered extremely, held the 
line running approximately through Argonne 
Charpentry-Dpinonville 
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“There was a wide gap left in the Valley of 
the Aire. No reserves were available, as only 
one regiment of the Fifth Guards Division (In- 
fantry Regiment No. 20) had arrived and had 
already taken up a position near Exermont.” 

Farther to the east, Maj. von Giehrl continues, 
the 117th and Seventh Reserve Divisions were 
overrun and flung back to the north, so that dur- 
ing the day's fighting the Americans had won 
terrain to the depth of from four to nine kilo- 
meters on a front of about 20 kilometers. 

The valley of the Aire was the place that was 
causing the German command the most anxiety 
on the evening of Sept. 26, owing to the “flat- 
tening out” and “throwing back” of the left of 
the First Guards Division. This was in the main 
the work of the Thirty-fifth Division, although 
both the Twenty-elghth and the Ninety-first had 
participated to a somewhat lesser extent. Cheppy 
had oeen captured by the Thirty-fifth and Varen- 
nes had been captured partly by the Thirty-fifth 
and partly by the Twenty-eighth. 


The Second Day’s Battle 


Maj. von Giehrl’s account continues: 

“There was little heavy fighting in the Argonne 
}this day. Heavy fighting again developed be- 
‘tween the wooded hills and the Meuse. Mean- 
} while on the Montblainville-Epinonville front 
)}the whole of the Fifth Guards Division had been 


; 


pushed in between the thin ranks of the First 
Guards Division. The main attack, supported by 
tanks, was launched on both sides of the Valley 
of the Aire against Montblainville and Charpen- 
try. Both of these places, which were defended by 
Landwehr troops and the Third Guards Regi- 
ment, were lost. The enemy pushed up to Baul- 
ny and, farther east, crossed the main road run- 
ning in a northeasterly direction from Charpen- 
try. The counter attacks of the Fourth Guards 
and the Twentieth Infantry Regiments produced 
a temporary relief of the tension, but were unable 


supported by large numbers of tanks, from taking 
the heights north of Baulny. As in the Valley 
of the Aire on Sept. 26, the situation east of the 
Aire for the Germans, who had no further re- 
serves available, was extremely critical” 
Between the region mentioned above and the 
Meuse, Maj. von Giehrl states that in the main 
the German defense was successful with the ex- 
ception that Montfaucon had to be definitely 
abandoned. American writers have usually ex- 
pressed the opinion that, in general, Sept. 27 was 
a day of check for Pershing’s army, and the im- 
portance given by Maj. von Giehrl to the capture 
of Montblainville, Baulny, Charpentry and the 


“extremely critical” situation for the Germans, 
should be something of a revelation to those who 
have been inclined to belittle the achievements 
of the Thirty-fifth Division. Montblainville was 
taken by the Twenty-elghth Division. Char- 
pentry and Baulny and the {mportant high 
ground north of Baulny were taken by the 
Thirty-fifth.

Maj. von Giehrl seems to have attached com- 
paratively little importance to the operations of 
the Americans this day, although the Thirty- 
fifth Division, in taking the heights of Montre- 
beau, made what Frederick Palmer describes as 
a “spectacular advance” across several kilometers 
of open ground, swept by the flanking fire of the 
13 German batteries in the Argonne. Apremont 
was taken by the Twenty-eighth Division. It is 
to be noted that, although all American divisions 
from the western edge of the Argonne to the 
Meuse River were attacking this day, the Ger- 
mans describe the “main attack” as having taken 
place in the Valley of the Aire. Farther to the 
east this day the Americans had gained consid- 
erable ground near Nantillois, but in the Valley 
of the Meuse an advance had been prevented by 
the flanking artillery fire from the west side of 
the river.

That fastidious scribe, “The Gen- 
tleman With a Duster,” who gripped 
us with “The Mirrors of Downing 
Street,” seems to glimpse in the fair 
Diana as she leans over the bathtub 
sprinkling the crystals a vision of 
Britannia (whom the fair Diana has 
so often impersonated at charity 
fetes) about to immerse herself in a 
slough of the grossest materialism. 
The burden of his latest book, ‘The 
Glass of Fashion,” is to stress the 
headlong career of English society 
toward such a morass; yet it ts 
doubtful if he does more than under- 
line the garish and cynical attitude 
of a section of it. In a special pref- 
ace wriien for Americars, the still 
anonymous author declaims: “The 
same contagion of materialism which 
is attempting to destroy us is also 
attempting to destroy you, and the 
same depression of a false science, 
which is weighing down the human 
spirit in these British Isles, is «leo 
weighing down the human spirit in 
your United States of America. Ycu, 
too, have your Repingtons and Mar- 
gots; and you, too, have the same 
heroic but ineffectual gooiness 
which here in England vainly secks 
to stem the monstrous flood of mod- 
ern animalism. We are both of us 
cursed by the same inheritance from 
the last century, the inheritam:e of 
a scientific falsehood as baseless 6s 


The Fourth Day’s Battle 


Maj. von Giehrl says of the fourth day: 

“From 6 a. m. on the Americans once more at- 
tacked after a heavy artillery preparation. A 
German attack by the Third Battalion of the 
120th Landwehr, aimed at recapturing Apremont, 
was stopped. The main blow of the Americans 
was at this time directed against Exermont and 
the Valley of the Gesnes, running thence east- 
ward. At 10 a.m. the enemy, assisted by tanks, 
had broken through at Exermont and beyond, 
but was flung back again on and past Exermont 
by the entrance into the struggle of two regi- 
ments of the Fifty-second Division. The Ger- 
man counter attack was then pushed forward up 
to Esperance Farm and Montrebeau Wood, and 
Tronsol Farm was retaken. This attack of the 
Fifty-second Division, supported on its right and 
left by the remainder of the Guards divisions, 
temporarily, but seriously, shook the American 
front, until the German counter attack was 
stopped by the bringing up of strong American 
reserves, together with fighting and bombing 
squadrons. The Twenty-eighth and Thirty-fifth 
American divisions bore the brunt of the fight- 
ing here and suffered exceedingly heavy losses, 
partly due to flanking fire from artillery in the 
Argonne. The German position here on the aft- 
ernoon of Sept. 29 was, on account of the lack of 
reserves, a very serious one.” * * ® 


The force that burst the German line at Exer- 
mont was the dead-weary and intermingled units 
of the Thirty-fifth Division, which stumbled for- 
ward doggedly to the attack without having had 
a chance to reorganize. Tronsol Farm, mentioned 
by Maj. von Giehrl, was in the area of the Ninety- 
first Division. The “heavy reinforcements” that 
stopped the German counter attack were the less 
advanced elements of the Thirty-fifth Division. 
The enemy Major gives the fighting elsewhere 
minor importance, saying that a short voluntary 
withdrawal was made in the Argonne and that 
some distance east of the Aire Valley the Amer- 
icans took Ogon Wood. 


The Fifth Day’s Battle 


The story of the fifth day is brief: 

“For four whole days had the American troops 
been attacking. They had obtained a great tac- 
tical success on the first day and had gained more 
ground on the 27th and the 28th. Sept. 29, how- 
ever, not only saw their first reverse, but demon- 
strated that the attacking power of the troops 
was exhausted. * * * 

“Sept. 30 saw further local attacks by the 
Americans at Apremont and on the heights of 
Montrebeau which the Fifth Guards Division had 
retaken in the early hours of the morning. These 
American attacks, however, produced no further 
notable results. © * * As early as the night 
of Sept. 30 the enemy withdrew the Twenty- 
eighth, Thirty-fifth, Thirty-seventh and Seventy- 
ninth Divisions from the line and replaced them 
with fresh troops.” 

Maj. von Giehrl’s description of this portion 
of the Meuse-Argonne offensive shows, among 
other things, that: 

1. The most embarrassing section of the whole 
battle Mine for the Germans was the Aire Valley, 
where the Twenty-eighth and Thirty-fiftth Amer-

By the term Fashion 
I mean all those noisy, ostentatious 
and frivolous people, patricians and 
plutocrats, politicians and financiers. 
lawyers and tradesmen, actors and 
artists, who have scrambled on to the 
summit of England's national life 
and who, setting the worst possible 
examples in morals and manners, 
are never so happy as when they are 
making people talk about them.” 
Materia.ism From War. 

How much, we may well ask, of 
this is true and what proportion of 
it is due to the Duster’s blurred

To dispose of cases pending in 
the Supreme Court Jan. 1, 1923, 
not more than 12 Circuit Judges 
may be designated to serve as Su- 
preme Court Judges for not more 
than two years.

vindictive than men? Is 
more apt to reach a 
long-taloned hand from 
the grave to smite a lifetime foe, or is 
masculine hatred more enduring and 
more persistent in its effort for requital’ 
The question is often suggested by the 
wills dying men and women leave behind them, in 
which the foe is struck over the shoulders of the 
surviving loved ones, to whom, in a measure, is 
transferred the task of carrying on the feud. It has 
been suggested anew by the report from England of 
the engagement of Miss Dorothea Ballard Smith, 
daughter of the late Ballard Smith, a former editor of 
the New York World and cf Kate Butterfield Smith, 
who in turn was the daughter of Frederick and Caro- 
line Falconer Butterfield. Frederick Butterfield was 
a successful New York merchant and acquired a4 for- 
tune of a million dollars, 
which he formed into a trust 
fund for the use of his widow 
during her life and to go to 
their daughter, Mrs. Smith, on 
her death. Mrs. Butterfield 
died in 1912, and at that time 
had a fortune of nearly a 
million of her own to dispose 
of. She left the great buik of 
it to her granddaughter, Dor- 
othea -Rallard Smith, who, 
therefore gets approximately 
$2,000,000 in all, but with this 
proviso: 
“Should my granddaughter, 
Dorothea, ever marry any son 
of Eieanor Phelps McKeague, 
now the widow of Henry Sed- 
ley, my said granddaughter 
shall thereby forfeit and lose 
ali estate and _ interest of 
every description ‘under this 
will and on such marriage I 
give all funds and property 
theretofore held in trust for 
her in equal shares, to and 
amonz corporations and per- 
sons uamed in the sixteenth 
paragraph of this will.” 

After executing that will 
she was still worried over her 
granddaughter’s marriage— 
the granddaughter was a girl 
of about 14 when the will was 
made—-and made a codicil 
providing that the egrand- 
daughter should marry. or 
make any other important de- 
cision only with the consent 
of four of the five trustees 
she named for the carrying 
out of her will. Though this 
codicil was revoked later, it 
reveals impressively what a 
temper Mrs. Butterfield 
was in. 

That she could not get her 
mind at rest as to the 
peacefulness of Dorothea's life, after she came into 
possession of her fortune, was indicated by another 
paragraph in her will, which, after setting forth her 
regret that she could not make the trust fund estab- 
lished by her deceased husband, perpetual, so it would 
descend from mother to daughter or son without ever 
being disrupted or divided, read: 

“The absolute ownership of so large a eum will im- 
pose on my granddaughter business responsibilities 
which few women are able to meet and will expose 
her to the risk of loss and to the advice of designing 
or incompetent persons. I am therefore strocely of 
the opinion that it will promote her personal happi- 
ness as well as the social and financial welfare of her- 
self and her children, if, on becoming possessed of the 
fund passing under her grandfather's will, she will 
settle the same in the hands of competent trustees for 
her curing her life, and the fund shall be kept {ntact 
for her descendants.” 

As an inducement to the young woman to meet her 
wishes in this regard, she established a trust fund of 
$200,000, the income of which was to zo to her if she 
acceded -to her.grandmother’s wishes. 

Mrs. Butterfield was 81 vears old when she died. 
and 45 when the will was made. The document shows 
(wo outstanding thoughts in her mind: the desire 
that the family fortune should be kept intact for a long 
line of Butterfields, and “that no son of Eleanor Phelps 
McKeague™ should ever share any part of it Jecalse 
Mrs Sedley ‘leaner Phelps M ‘Reague) had two sons 
at the time of Mrs. Butterfield’s death.

Dr. Stone met death in s000-foot fall into 
mountain abyss. 


NE does not usually associate sinister 
tragedy with the quiet routine of a col- 
lege professor's life. More than most 
careers, it seems sheltered and removed 
from the grimmer kinds of human woe. 
But here is the story of a tragic exception 
to the rule. 

Twice, catastrophes very much out of-the ordinary, 
disasters which occur more often in novels than in real 
life, overtook Winthrop E. Stone of Lafayette, Ind.,

This president of Purdue University, which has some 
3000 students and 225 instructors and professors, not 
only occupied a position of large responsibility in his 
professional work, but was a leader in civic affairs 
and the church. His exacting duties during nine or 
10 months of the year made him eager for the kind 
of vacation which restores bodily strength and vitality. 
He became an enthusiastic mountain climber, and was 
an active member of the Alpine Ciuv of Canada and 
the American Alpine Club. The present Mrs. Stone 
shared his liking for the hazardous sport, became al- 
most as proficient as he, and was the first American 
woman to scale dangerous Mount Assiniboine, near 
Mount Eanon.

tain climbers near Mount 
Assiniboine, in the Prov- 
ince of Alberta.

It was understood at the camp 
that they had gone out just to reconnoiter the best 
route for the proposed climb, although Dr. Stone told 
people at the camp that if he and Mrs. Stone did not 
return within four days he wanted a searching party 


to start out. 


The pair carried four days’ provisions with them, 
the weather was favorable and they saw what looked 
like a feasible route to the top of Mount Eanon, which 
ranked as one of the unscaled peaks of the Canadian 
Rockies. So on the next day, July 16, they decided 
to make the attempt by themselves. Because of their 
long experience in climbing, the attempt to reach the 
top without guides or more elaborate preparations 


was not as fvolhardy

Late reports are that the 
searching party found 
proofs Dr. Stone had 
reached the summit before 
his plunze. Mrs. Stone 
was a little way below 
him ithey had not roped 
themselves together), 
when, without a word of 
warning or alarm. she saw 
him fall, whirling over 
her into the abyss be- 
low, his body bounding 
from cliff to cliff in its 
descent for a distance of 
fully 5000 feet. She at- 
tempted to descend after 
him, but, half-crazed with 


fear and grief, after she had gone down about 3000 feet 
she became marooned on a small ledge and could go 


neither forward nor back. 


It was many days before Mrs. Stone could tell of the 
awful experience and still longer before she could be 
moved to the camp of the Alpine Club, from which 
the expedition had started. During all that eight days 
she had no food, but about noon of every day a tiny 
stream of melted snow trickled down within reaching 
distance, and in this way she was able to quench her 
thirst. She never gave up the fight for life. At in- 
tervals every day she would call for help, as loudly 
as her ebbing strength would permit, even when she 
felt-in ber heart that there was no human being in 
all that vast desolation, that huge silence, to hear her. 

She had to be carried back to the camp and care- 


fully nursed. 


Dr. Stone, who was 59 years old, was born at Chest- 
erfield. N. H. He was educated at the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, being graduated in 1882. He ob- 
tained a degree from Boston University in 1886. To

Yet that is exactly what they do—some- 
times—leave their meney lying arourd so 
that the first clever thief that. happens 

along can pick it up and walk off with it. This state- 
ment needs no better proof than is afforded by two 
cases pow in the public ere, in each of which a man 
is charged with stealing more than 31,00 000. And the 
facts in both instances show that it was comparatively 
easy and simple. 

For business, with all its checks and counter checks, 
its audits and balances, cannot eliminate the human 
element, and wherever there is a man—at least 80 
the pessimists tell uys—there is a potential thief. 
Wherever there is a man there are ambitions to grati- 
fy and tastes to indulge, which usually take money. 
And when a man wants money bacly enough he may 
take it, regardless of whether it belongs to him. At 
anv rate, that is what happened in these instances. 

It was a curious contrast in desires—the desires that 
apparently led these men astray. One man was a 
churchgoer, the superintendent of a Sunday school; 
the other was a night owl, a patron of the all-night 
cafes.

duced nothing. One loved his 
family and was beloved to idol- 
atry: the other was a rake. And 
each, the accountants say, stole 
a million and over. 

Retribution has followed both, 
although perhaps not in the pro- 
portion that poetic justice and 
the sentimental observer would 
demand. For Thomson, the phi- 
lanthropist, the friend of little 
children and animals, is in a 
barred cell, while Spurgin, the 
roue, is a fugitive, although, at 
the time this is written he is 
reported in custody in Mex- 
ico. 

Thomson is completely 
“broke,” having turned his en- 
tire assets over to the emplover 
whom he defrauded; Spurgin is 
believed to have a suit case ful! 
of money, and is said to be ac- 
companied by a woman. 

Thomson's wife and small son 
are without money or resources: 
Spurgin’s wife and daughter have 
life insurance policies on him to- 
taling $75,000, in addition to 
other resources. Westiny does

And there, at the time this is written, he remains. 
aWaiting trial on charges of embezziement and fraud, 
on indictments voted by a grand jury of men who for- 
merly looked up to him on all things affecting the wel- 
fare of the county. 

Only 36 vears-ago Thomson was born on a farm near 
Leroy. He was a hustling boy. After leaving school 
he entered the employ of the Hormel company, at 
Austin, and speedily made good. He was pleasant, 
polite and “on his toes.” Company officials liked 
his “up and coming” spirit, illustrated when he got 
their permission to set up a little concession in the 
plant, where, as a supplement to his wages of $12 a 
week, he sold chocolate bars and confections to other 
employes.

BOARD OF PARDONS AND PAROLES 

sat in executive session in the Warden's 

office of the Nebraska State Penitentiary. 

On the secretary’s desk was a mass of 

yi letters, affidavits and court records. Be- 

fore the board stood a young man, up- 

standing in figure and possessed of a 

straight, firm mouth, sturdy jaw and intelligent eyes. 

He was, in the language of the prison, what is known 
as a “‘iifer.”’ 

Five years ago, in 1916, a jury of his peers had con- 

victed *R. G. Lukens, a young salesman of photographs, 


‘of being an accessory to murder and the trial Judge 


had sentenced him to serve the remainder of his days 
behind the bars of Nebraska's State Penitentiary. 

This day he stood before the Board of Pardons and 
Paroles asking for a pardon and still protesting his 
innocence of the crime for which he was sentenced. 

It was a problem a Board of Pardons and Paroles, 
only human and consequently not infallible, considered 
dubiously. For no pardon board wants to turn loose 
upon the world a convicted murderer. Neither does 
it want to hold behind prison bars an innocent man. 
And only one living man can testify unqualifiedly of 
the guilt or innocence of R. G. Lukens—and he refuses 
to tell. 

Frank Connell, also a “‘lifer,” is the one man who can 
throw light on the most.perplexing problem that ever 
has faced a pardon board in Nebraska. He was sen- 
tenced with Lukens. But since he entered the peni- 
tentiary five years ago Frank Connell has never spoken 
of the crime. 

The story of the conviction of Lukens and Connell, 
as shown by the evidence, is as follows:

In 1916 Lukens was traveling in Western Nebrasta 
as salesman for a photographer. Connell sold novel- 
ties, or at least he so told Lukens when they chanced 
to meet on the road. The meeting subsequently re- 
sulted in a business partnership ana .hey took up their 
travels together. 

One warm evening they arrived in Chappell, Neb. 
To save expenses they decided to sleep in their auto- 
mobile. In the morning they ate breakfast together 
in Chappell, then took the automobile and drove to 
Sunol, Neb. 

There Lukens left Connell to go into a saloon and 
get a drink. He remained there long enough to con- 
sume several drinks. 

But Connell had other businers in mind. He walked 
into the only bank in the little sandhill town, held 
up the banker, took $1500 and fled into a cornfield. 

The banker aroused the town. Lukens, hearing 
the news of the robbery while still in the saloon, 
joined the volunteer posse. But because he was 
a stranger in town and unacquainted with other mem- 
bers of the posse Lukens went in his own automobile 
alone. 

Farmers saw him stop his car at the edge of the corn- 
field and enter it. A few moments later they saw him 
emerge from the cornfield with Connell at his side. 
Then they saw the two get into the automobile and 
start back down the.road toward Sunol. 

But at a cross-roads an armed posse stopped them. 
Lukens leaped from the machine, while Connell backed 
the car, turned it and fled. 

in the chase that followed Paul Vacik and Ira Paul 
were killed. Connell was wounded and captured after 
he drove the car into a creek. 

Lukens’ story is that he went into the cornfield to 
search for the robber. He came upon Connell, he says, 
and, much to his surprise, was held up at the point 
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of a revolver and ordered 
to drive his business asso- 
ciate away. 
When he was tried the 
trial Judge offered to give 
him a lighter sentence if he 
would plead guilty to being an 
accessory to the robbery. But 
Lukens refused. 
“I am guilty of nothing,” he 
persisted. 
But the circumstantial evidence 
against him was strong. He admitted 
he was Connell’s partner. He had driven

“Why?” asked the puzzled Warden. “You're in for 
life.” 

“IT am innocent of this crime,” was the prisoner's re- 
ply. “For that reason I know that some day | will 
be released. I want to be ready.. I never took the 
trouble to study as I should have when I was a free 
man. I will never have a better opportunity.” 

At first the Warden was suspicious. But he con- 
sented to the lifer's request. Later his observations 
showed that Lukens was in earnest and that his in- 
dustry was no trick or fraud.

N OUTCRY, loud and wrathful, rises in En- 
giand from people in all ranks of society. 


The chorus of indignation comes partly 


from. school children, partly from adults, 
and reverberations are heard even in the 
House of Lords. 

It is just such a general and bitter ex- 
pression of ouwtraged feelings as would be evoked in 
this country if thrifty officials of municipality or state 
should propose selling Bunker Hill for factory sites, 
or wrecking Faneuil Hall to make room for a new 
hotel, or cutting up Gettysburg battlefield into build- 
ing lots.

The Government not only proposed auctioning off 
to the highest bidder the ground whereon that tre- 
mendous scene Was enacted, but in the callous depart- 
mental phraseology listed it as a “‘lot.”” The long 
meadow where the avuricious, cruel and cowardly 
brother of Richard the Lion-Hearted had to bow to 
the will of his atubborn Barons, and which extends 
along the Thames River today in al! its quict beauty, 
had descended to the level of a “‘lot.” 

Runnymede (or Runnimede, for both spellings are 
used) is in one of the most interesting portions of 
the storied County of Surrey. Lying 20 miles west 
of London, the ancient towers of Windsor Castle are 
only three miles away and a splendid view of them 
is to be had from the top of Cooper's Hill, at the base 
of which lies Runnymede. To the beauty of this hill 
there ig a glowing ailusion in Pope's poetry. 

Between Runnymede and Windsor proper lie the 
Villages of Old Windsor and Datchet, both of them 
along the “winding shore” of the Thames, which 
doubtless gave the name of Windsor to the castle. 
At Old Windsor the Saxon Kings kevt court; there 
Harold I] and his brother Tostig once exchanged un- 
gentle blows. 

William the Conqueror liked the place and went 


' there frequently because of its nearness to the Thames 


and to Windsor Forest, where he might fish and hunt 
%& much as he liked. It is a mellow, pretty place, 

With scattered dwellings and many fine country houses 
hearby. 

The village of Datchet, old and somewhat rustic, 
but with modern villas about it, will be remembered 
as long as “Sir John Falstaff” and his humiliating ex- 
perience with the “Merry Wives of Windsor.” It was 
the “muddy ditch at Datchet mead” whither he was 
“carried in a basket, like a barrow of butcher's offal, 
to be thrown in the Thames,” and would have been 
“drowned but that the shore was shel¥y and ehaliow.”’ 

A littl further up the stream are spots where 
Izaak Walton and Sir Henry Wotton often went fish- 
ing, a region thereby rendered 
Interesting to anglers. And 
then one comes to the famous > 
halls of Eton College and of 
Windsor Castle itself. 

So Runnymede iies in the 
heart of a country dear to 
lovers of the past. The long 
meadow, green and smooth, 
% appropriately enough a 
fresh and open place, “with 
sreat Overarching sky and 
Water lilies bedecking the 
Stream.” according to a re- 
fent «description A few

land, and Picnic Island divide the river as it flows 
past Runnymede, and in the past boating parties with 
baskets of lunch frequently received permission to 
visit them and spend the day there. 

Tradition says it was upon Charter Island and not 
Runnymede field that King John granted Mazgna 
Carta. The actual spot where the ceremony occurred 
has tong been a matter of dispute. The Charter itself 
indicates Runnymede by name, but the term ma) 
easily have been meant to include the island now 
called Charter Island. 

In 1834 a gothic temple was erected on the island 
by Simon Harcourt, with an inscription stating that 
the Great Charter was signed there, as tradition has 
declared for hundreds of years. He did this upon the 
theory that the Barons probably were encamped in 
Runnymede field. on one bank of the Thames, and 
that King John approached from the other bank, which 
is in the direction of Windsor Castle, and that the 
meetings were held on the island. 

Lord Lincolnshire, one of the six or seven peers 
remaining who are descendants of the Runnymede 
farons, spoke these bitter sentences recently in the 
House of Lords: 

“Your ancestors, my Lords, on this historic field 
saved the liberties of England. Now we are face to 
face with the fact that this field, which has played 
so famous a part in history, has been put up for sale 
and will be knocked down under the hammer by the 
direction or under the jurisdiction of Lord Lee, one

of the last of the Lloyd Georgian Barons.’ 

The Lord Lee to whom he referred was Lord Lee 
of Fareham, First Lord of the Admiralty, whose wife 
is the former Miss Ruth Moon of New York City. He 
was made a Baron in 1918. He gave to the nation his 
piace in Buckinghamshire, Chequers Court, for the 
Prime Minister's country residence. 

The causes which led to the granting of Magna 
Carta may be summed up briefly in the growing dis- 
content with unbridled exercise of royal authority; 
the increasing insularity of the Barons, who had ceased 
to be the holders of estates in Normandy: the fact 
that an unpopular monarch, King John, had followed 
the popular Richard Coeur de Lion; and, perhaps most 
important of ali, the unprecedented kingly demands 
for money 

The heavy taxes necessary to carry on King John's 
fight for the recovery of Normandy were not followed 
by victories, which might have made them more pa)- 
atable, but on July 27, 1214, he met with a crushing 
defeat at the hands of the King of France, and had 
to recognize that his hopes of getting back Normandy 
were at an end. The Barons had declined to assist 
him in this matter, which he attempted to carry 
through with mercenary troops. 

The events leading up to the meeting at Runnymede 
were further complicated by the quarrel between King 
John and Pope Innocent II!, regarding the appoint- 
ment of a new Archbishop to the see of Canterbury 
This dispute was settled in May, 1213, and Stephen 
Lanzton, the papal nominee, 
becarne the new prelate, 
landed in England and ab- 
solved the King in the fol- 
lowing July. In Langton 
the Barons found an able 
and powerful ally. 

In May of 1214 King John 
had ordered another assess- 
ment for the expenses of his 
campaign. It was at an un- 
precedented rate The 
Northern Barons refused to 
pay, and their position was 
strengthened a littie later 
by John’s defeat at Bou- 
vines. In November he had

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The Odd Story of a Painting By : Once 


Popular subscription of $75,000 made up to 
purchase Millais’ canvas which was once de- 
nounced as trreverent and repulsive because 
of its realism — A similar reception was ac- 
corded 40 years later to German artists re- 
ligious themes, which are ‘now regarded as 
among the most outstanding works of the 
century—How the pendulum of public sen- 
timent swings back s be * 


OTHING under the sun is so fickle as the public's taste. 
That this is true of its standards in art, no less 
than in more material things, was strikingly illus- 
trated recently when the people of Great Britain, by 
popular subseription, purchased Millais’ famous painting, 
“Christ in the House of His Parents,” sometimes called, 
“The Carpenter Shop.” 

A tremendous agitation occurred when it appeared that Australia, 
through an offer of $75,000, was about to acquire the picture, which for 
many years has hung in a London gallery, the subject of reverent admi- 
ration. Not only those especially interested in art, but the public gen- 
erally, were alarmed at the possibility of seeing this masterpiece leave 
their shores. 

Yet it was just 7] years ago that the London Times, organ of popular 
feeling, said of the canvas: “That morbid infatuation which sacrifices 
truth, beauty and genuine feeling to mere eccentricity deserves no q'tarter 
at the hands of the public;” and, says a historian of the time, “the public 
in general revolted against what it held to be faptastic in conception, 
outrageous in realization and repulsive as a whole.” ~ 

Sentiment changed in the slow years that followed, yet the change was 
nct marked enough to obtain a welcome 40 years later for the works of 
Fritz von Uhde, a German artist who undertook to treat religious sub- 
jects as if they were characters of the age in which he lived. He also 
heard the charge—‘‘sacrilegious’”—from many quarters. hurled at the 
paintings which are now acclaimed as among the greatest German mas- 
terpieces of all time. 

John Everett Millais—afterward to be knighted Sir John, as a tribute 
from the nation which had so abused him—was a member, in fact, a lead- 
er, of the Pre-Raphaelite Protherhood, a school of artists incinuding, 
among others, Holman Hunt and Dante Rossetti, who formed it as a pro- 
test against the debased generalization and looseness of ‘he period. They 
carried their artistic principle into their mode of living, and neither 
smoked, drank nor swore—at a time when all bohemianism was saturated 
with tobacco, spirits and quaint oaths. They declared that all their en- 
thusiasm was directed to things artistic and pure. 

Millais’ own radicalism, however, was strangely qualified by a re- 
markable gift of common sense and realism--but perhaps it is not so 
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Millais’ masterpiece, ‘Christ in the House of His Parents,” whigh

had gone into them. Replying to a critic who charged that the drap- 
ery in one of Millais’ paintings was handled in faulty fashion, Ruskin 
replied that, on the contrary, it was the finest and truest treatment of 
drapery in the academy. His learning was too much for the critics. 
There was justice in the contemptuous appraisal of them which he wrote 
to his father: 

“When I read these reviews, I was so disgusted by their sheer, broad- 
faced, sheepish, swinish stupidity, that I began to feel, as I wrote in the 
morning, that I was rather an ass myself to string pearls for them. In 
speaking of art, | shall never be modest any more.” 


This was the turning point. Although the critics sneered at Ruskin’s 
“assumption of a power to bind or loose,” to make or break, he did, in 
fact, wield a tremendous power—and one phase of his power was that 
of bringing forward buyers for the pictures. He took. up the points of 
the critics one by one, and with his enormous learning and power of 
analysis, destroyed them bit by bit. And the crowd, as ready to crown 
as to crucify, began to wayer and then to praise. Millais lived to see 
his work generally appreciated ami to hear himself called ‘“‘a true suc- 
cegsor to Gainsborough and Reynolds.’ At his death, in 1896, a com- 
mentator wrote: ‘Now not England only, but all the wide world of art, 
mourns her greatest painter of thecentury, the most universally beloved 
man. who, through his genius, has ever made his way into the heart 
and affections of a nation.” 

But, no less true than the fact of the public’s capacity for misjudg- 
ment, is the fact that it never learns its lesson. Only a few years be- 
fore Millais’ death, and at a time when the critics of the world were 
heaping praise upon the work they had once so bitterly condemned, there 
arose in Bavaria a painter, Fritz von Uhde, whose principles, in general, 
were those which. had inspired the Pre-Raphaelites. 

There is a Bavarian custom of saying grace before each mea) with the 
formula: “Komm, Herr Jesu, sei unser Gast’ (Come, Lord Jesus, and 
be our guest”). Von Uhde took this household phrase as a theme for 
a painting. It depicted the peasant family, about to sit down at the table, 
and. as the customary blessing is asked, the figure of Christ appears in 
response. 

All the characters were pictured in conventional nineteenth century 
clothing, not excepting the figure of Christ. Von Uhde, himself intensely 
religious, conceived the purpose of bringing home to his audience the 
fact that Christ is not a legendary figure of antiquity, but a living 
presence in the home of every peasant. 

The painting was roundly denounced as sacrilegious, and the artist 
as a churlish and irreverent fellow. A similar greeting was accorded 
his “Holy Night,” showing the Virgin Mary, in peasant clothing, 
leaning against a fence and looking longingly, as for shelter, towards 
a cottage nearby. 

But again the pendulum was to swing. Von Uhde, like his predecessor, 
Millais, lived to hear himself acclaimed the greatest German painter of 
the century, and to see his canvases, from their places on the walls of 
the greatest galleries in the empire, excite alike the admiration and 
the veneration of his critics. 

For the public, never learning or profiting by its mistakes, is ever 
ready to forget its own injustices, and to forgive those who have suf-

Since the strolling minstre! framed his lay for the 
edification of the Lord of the castle, receiving, in re- 
turn, a trencher of cold venison, a mug of ale and a 
place on the stone fiags in the corner for the night, 
thé business of furnishing entertainment has never 
reached such gigantic proportions as it now enjoys in 
this country. It really has become one of the mest 
important in the land. 
Not even the glorious ancients, with their Olympic 


games and their Coliseum sports, approached, in at-_ 


tendance and money paid in, the present magnitude of 
our divertisements. Discussion of the fact is stimu- 
lated by the recent death of Caruso, and accompanying 
stories of the fabulous sums earned by him. 

_ The great tenor last year paid about $165,000 in in- 
comes taxes. Those versed in income tax maifters 
say that this, normally, would indicate an income— 
in this country—of about $750,000 for the year, though 
some estimates, by his close friends, have put it as 
Digh as $500,000. 

Consider, however, that this required not only pos- 
session of an unparalleled natural gift. but a life of 
study under great masters, a constant guard over that 
priceless voice, and the enormous strain and exertion 
of the singing itself. For this—-$350,000 to $5 
a year. Contrast the case of Mr. William Harrison 
Dempsey of Salt Lake City and M. Georges Carpentier 
of Lens, France, who reventi. received a total of 35 
6o0 for less than li minutes of actual! performance a 
Jersey City. 

In the latter instance, we probably have the most 
pronounced example of the tendency to which reference 
was made in the opening paragraphs of this account. 
Some $0,000 persons paid a total of $1,623.38 to wit- 
ness a spectacie which lasted, from the signal which 
brought the pugilists from their corners, to the count 
of 10, 13 minutes and 16 seconds, during 10 minutes 
and 16 seconds of which the main performers were in 
action proper. 

Of this amount, the more distinguished of the enter- 
tainers, that is to say, Mr. Dempsey, received $306,000, 
and the lesser attraction, M. Carpentier, got $200,000. 
The remainder, deducting expenses, went to Mr. “Tex” 
Rickard, undoubtedly as a reward for his faith in the 
American capacity for being amused in the herd at a 
stiff price per head. 

Certainly it is pointed out that neither of these 
gentlemen can appear again in the public practice of 
their art for a considerable jJength of time: M. Carpen- 
tier finding it necessary to spend a few months re- 
covering from a fracture of the right metacarpal, while 
Mr. Dempsey faces a period of idleness due, perhaps, to 
an aversion on the part of the male population to per- 
manent disfigurement or the offices of the Coroner. 

The government at Washington, however, looks 
upon the fact that they met even once as a fortunate 
circumstance because it not only profited by the usual 
10 per cent tax that it extracts from all amusement ad- 
missions, but also realized a handsome sum from the 
large purses allotted to the combatants under the in- 
come tax, exacted before the purses.were distributed. 
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The salaries reported paid to some 
of our screen stars have for some time 
been the wonder of envious million- 
aires, and the chief talking point of 
milked-dry press agents, although 
there has ever, in the mind of the ini- 
tiated, lurked a doubt as to what pro- 
portion of the amount was cash and 
what publicity. 

Even these figures have begun to 
pall on a public which, even in its 
most docile moments, could not help 
sometimes marveling at the 30-cent 
brand of acting put out by (reputed) 
$1,000,000 stars. As now recalled, the 
last public announcement of the financial reward paid 
to Charife Chaplin for his possession of unusually large 
and awkward feet and an astounding vacuity of facial 
expression, was $600,000 a vear. Some time previous 
te that it had been said that Gladys Smith had arrived 
at the annual mark of $1,000,000. Miss Smith, now 
Mrs. Fairbanks, entertains, it will be recalled, under 
the name of Mary Pickford. 

These, of course, are but a few of the major examples 
of inordinate sums paid for scattéring and infrequent 
exhibitions to gratify the current passion Yor diversion. 
Individually the amounts are trifling when compared 
with the sum total expended for purposes whose sole 
element is that of amusement’ The aggregate amount 
paid by the American people to that class of persons 
whose sole function in life is to amuse, who produce 
nothing useful, and who perform no service whatever 
regarded as omni to the peace and prosperity of the 
State, passes human imagination. Only a vague won- 
der at its vastness may be induced by an examination 
of the toll which the Government levies upon it in the 
shape of amusement taxes. 

In the three years up to June 30, 1921, the end of the 
Government's last fisca) vear, the tax of 1 cent on each 
lv’ cents tor aed thereof) of admission fees to the- 
atrical performances, movies, concerts, cabarets, base- 
ball games, prize fights and other entertainments 
brought to the Treasury, in round figures, $217,000,000,

Stopping at this point, the total tax bill on acceunt 
of pleasure, indoors and out. ran in the three years weil 
over a quarter of a billion dollars. This leaves out of 
consideration the private outdoor amusement enter- 
prise of many a family--the motor car. Just how much 
of the more than $2300,000,000 paid into the Treasury 
in the last three years of taxes on automobiles, motor 
cycies and accessories should be charged to the amuse- 
ment account is, of course, pureiy speculative. Fifty 
million dollars looks like a conservative guess. Add 
that to the total of $250,000,000 previously arrived at 
and you have a total tax of certainly not less than 
$300,000 000. 

In other words, at a conservative estimate, the tax 
on sports and amusements in the United States has 
averaged about $100,040,000 a year for the last three 
years

Officials of France, also, are making plans to save 
their war-torn land from the fresh miseries of an in- 
vasion bv rodents Last year, Paris waged a merciless 
war against them. 

in our own country, the discovery of bubonic plague 
cases in several Southern ports last year caused en- 
ergetic rat campaigns to be carried on there, the Fed- 
eral. state and municipal] authorities co-operating, and 
afterwards similar work was done in large Eastern 
cities. The United States Public Health Service feels 
a deep interest in the matter, and has prepared val- 
uable instructions on anti-rat warfare. 

At the Wistar Institute, Philadelphia, where the rat 
and his ways have been studied for years, they are 
building a $30,000 addition in the form of a wing, which 
will be a “home” for rats. There the rat will receive 
more than the courtesies usually extended to pris- 
oners of war. Facilities for exercise will include lad- 
ders for climbing, modified trapezes, a runing space, 
treadmill cages and gnawing apparatus. 

There will also be a hospital for ailing rats, with 
specialists and nurses ready to attend them, and even an 
isolation ward. Dr. Milton H. Greenman, director, says 
that, contrary to general belief, the rat really prefers 
sunlight and good air, and only lives a “slum” life in 
holes and dark places and eats garbage bewause of 
necessity. Hence the new “home” will have plenty 
of air and sunlight. It is hoped that this intensive 
study of the rat will produce results of far-reaching 
benefit to mankind. 

The rat lives by theft, and it is the theft of grain 
and other food used by man and his domestic animals. 
When the food supply in a locality fails, the rat moves 
to another one. He is much more of a traveler than 
people generally suppose, not only aboard ship (which 
might be called an involuntary kind of voyaging), 
but even in cities, where the food supply is all too 
plentiful, as shown during the rat-killing campaigns 
of Federal and municipal officials in several Amer- 


ican cities.

Rats which had been caught, marked and then re- 
leased, were found within 2 few dave ceveral miles 
from fhe point of reléase. Even with plenty of food, 
this apimai lixes to move about. 

The rat’s record for destruction of food materials 
is bad enough. in a world where so many millions of 
people in China, Russia and Central Europe must go 
hungry, and some day this anéma! is certain of being 
attended to very thoroughly, on economic grounds 
alone. Brt it is mainly his deadly work as a disease 
carrier which/is causing him to engage the attention 
of governmental! officials just now. 

Once regarded as a filthy animal which neverthe- 
less had his uses ag a scavenger, enlightened countries 
today would gladly exterminate him. That he spreads 
the plague, by means of fleas which get the disease 
from plague-stricken rats and then transmit it to 
human beings, has been proven beyond any doubt. 

The carrving of cholera bas not been' proven on the 
rat. some experts expressing the opinion that a rat 
having that disease probably would die before he had 
a chance to spread it among people. But he has been 
suspected of transmitting still other diseases. 

Dr. S. B. Grubbs, surgeon in the United States Pub- 
lie Health Service, in a recent address before a med- 
ical society, declared that while rat leprosy, infective 
jaundice and rat-bite fever might be largely of academic 
interest. bubonic plague was an everyday danger 

Bubonic pleague, Dr. Grubbs reminded his hearers, 
is not entirely a Europeon nor an Asiatic problem, 
but has come to the Western Hemisphere several times 
in recent years. It appeared in San Francisco in 1900, 
and at two places in Mexico in 1902. Ten years later it 
reached Porto Rico, probably from the Canniry Is- 
lands. and shortly afterwards appeared in Havana and 
New Orleans. 

Last year cases of the plague were found in several 
ports of the United States, including Pensacola, Fila., 
and Galveston and Beaumont, Tex.

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Europe Getting Ready for War Against the Rat = tinued Fron 


ous epidemics of bubonic plague at Vera Cruz and 
Tampico, Mexico, but there, as in the United States 
ports, prompt isolation of the paitents, disinfection 
measures and rat-killing campaigns quickly ended the 
trouble. This year, cases of the plague have been 
reported in Mexico and Argentina, as well as in Egypt, 
while thousands died from it in China. 

Dr. Grubbs told the medica! society that, according 
to the best estimate, this country now has one rat 
for every city dweller and 10 rats for every country 
dweller, and that the food of each rat costs approxi- 
mately 1-2 cent a day, or $1.83 a vear. 

Another interesting statement by Dr. Grubbs was 
about the prolific nature of rats. Starting at the 
aze of two months, he said, there are eight to 19 
families a year, each consisting of from eight to 12 
young. 

He declared that it was upon the restriction of food 
‘accessible to rats, and the restriction of nesting places 
that efficient and economical measures against the 
race of rodents must be based. He also said the chief 
value of rat catching is to locate rat infection in ad- 
vance of human cases, since in cases of plague, for 
exampje, the rat has the disease first, then the flea 
which lives upon him and then the human who is bit- 
ten by the flea. 

Py dissection, the presence of disease in a rat is 
easily ascertained, and should he the signal for the 
absolute extermination of all such animals on the 
premises where. the sick one was caught, while the 
people living there should be put under a close sur- 
veillance or even quarantined if the authorities think 
best, until sufficient time for the disease to manifest 
itself has elapsed. The authorities should pull down 
as much of a building as is necessary in the work of 
“ratproofing” it, or order it torn down entirely. 

These were the stringent measures employed at New 
Orleans and approved by experts generally. The visi- 
tation of the plague there, as in other American ports, 
was brief. But its reappearance in New Orleans after 
the 18-month period from April, 1917; to October, 1919, 
during which 59,000 rats were killed and examined 
without finding an infected one, should make authori- 
ties slow about declaring the infection definitely eradi- 
cated, Dr. Grubbs said. He advocated that in places 
once infected, rat control and surveys in some form 
should continue indefinitely. 

One is reminded of the “Pied Piper of Hamelin” and 
similar functionaries of the Middle Ages by the propo- 
sition recently put forth by Dr. C. Y. White, director 
of the Laboratory of Hygiene, Philadelphia, who sug- 
gested a small permanent force of municipal. rat 
catchers as a good way to cope with the situation. He

its rat population and this can be done by means of 
surveys. 

In Dr. White's opinion, a force consisting of three 
or four rat catchers and an inspector could accomplish 
much in a year with the rat population in a place the 
size of Philadelphia. If they found an infected rat, then 
the corps could be enlarged and an attempt made to 
rid the city thoroughly of its rodents. 

A recent extensive rat survey in the South cost from 
$1 to $1.30 a rat. In the smailer campaign in Phila- 
delphia last fall they were able to catch a rat and dis- 
sect it for about 30 cents.. The weight of opinion there 
was that it was far better to keep the rats out rather 
than to get them out after they came in. 

Dr. M. C. Woodruff, chief diagnostician of the St. 
Louis Health Department, said he was heartily in 
favor of an anti-rat campaign here, as an economic 
measure. 

“The annual board bill of the rats runs to enormous 
figures,” declared Dr. Woodruff. “Besides what they 
eat, they destroy three or four times as much more. 
A year or two ago we decided fo inaugurate a rat 
campaign in St. Louis and called a meeting to discuss 
plans for it. But only the Health Commissioner and 
myself attended the meeting, so we dropped the idea 
until there is more interest in it.” 

Incidentally, Dr. Woodruff said that the present 
plague in Russia is not of the bubonic but the pneu- 
monic type, and very virulent, much more deadly than 
bubonic plague. In the pneumonic type the sufferers 
turn black from insufficient aeration of the blood and 
in reality die from suffocation. In bubonic plague, 
the lungs are not affected, only the glandular system 
of the body, characteristic lumps called “buboes” ap- 
pearing in the region of the lymphatic glands nearest to 
the point at which the infection entered the body. 
Both kinds of plague are spread by the rat. 

Students of the rat problem say it is sufficient for 
such purposes to recognize that health officers must 
deai with the gray, or burrowing rat, and the black, 
or climbing rat. Says one authority: 

“All rats possess an intelligence that is uncanny, 
certain highly developed special senses and a strength 
and persistence which overcome many _ § difficulties. 
Generally speaking, both kinds of rats are scattered 
all over the civilized globe, are intimately associated 
with man and feed upon everything that he produces 
as food for himself and his domestic animals.” 

The gray, or Norway rat (the burrower), is not 
nimble, but manages to board ships and travel to all 
ports. He kills for the love of killing, as well as 
for food, and fears no animal of his own size. He 
has a short tail, broad jaw and back, and is a heavily- 
built, muscular animal.
